4.3 All othet investments are valued at cost. Provision is 
made fot elimination in value, if any, as the ycur end. 

4.4 Investments aie disclosed at cost and provision for 
diminution in value of investments is included under Current 
Liabilities and Provisions. 

5. Bills Rediscounted 

5.1 Value of bills rediscounted, net of full discount, is 
shown as “Advances”. The discount for the period, from 
the date of rediscounting to the end of the year has been 
accounted as "Discount Receivable”. 

6. Payments and Provision to Employees 

6.1 The Bank has a provident fund scheme managed by 
Reserve Bank of Tndm. Contributions under the scheme, 
are provided and paid to Reserve Bank of India. 


642 The provision for Gratuity is matte on the basis of 
liability as determined by actunal valuation. 

6.3 Gratuity payable to the employees from the above 
piovision includes provision relating to the employees trans- 
lened from the Reserve Bank of India and tor whom the 
contribution due tram the Reserve Bank of India (the 
amount yet to he ascertained) is being accounted tor as and 
when received. 

6.4 Gratuity Fund is an integral part of the operations 
of the Bank and interest is credited on the annual balance 
outstanding to the credit of the Fund which is disclosed under 
Current Liabilities and Provisions.

1. in terms ol Tawa Co mmand Area Development Pro¬ 
ject Agreements, interest chargeable by the Government of 
India on loans to NABARD at 6.5% p.a. has been accoun¬ 
ted to the extent of 4.5% by credit to the "Interest Diffe¬ 
rential Fund” to be utilised ror certain specified purposes 
and the balance of 2% has been paid to the Government of 
India. 

2. A grant of Rs. 105.74 croi© (Rs. 82.45 ciore) has been 
received from the Swiss Development Cooperation (SDC) 
against the refinance piovided by the Bank under SDC Pro¬ 
jects upto 31 March 1994. An amount of Rs. 17.59 crore 
(Rs. 13.71 crore) being the recoveries from such refinance 
anticipated in the Agreement is considered as further con¬ 
tribution to the SDC Promotional Fund, interest ® 11.5% 
p.a. from I April 1993 to 31 Minch 1994 has been credited 
to the Fund. 

3. As per the Agricultural and Rural Debt Relief Scheme, 
1990, NABARD is acting as a canalising agent for disbursing

Scheme, as the repayments rceived by certain offices of the 
Bauk by 31 March 1994 could be remitted to the Reserve

4. In respect of Investments ni Government Securities

However, as certified 
bv the Management the value of Allotment Letters/Deben- 
luro Scrips yet to be received as on 31 March 1994 aggre¬ 
gate Rs. 353.27 crore (Rs. 401.46 crore) out of which the 
Allotment Letters/Debenture Scrips amounting to Rs. 120.92 
crore (Rs. 396.90 crore3 have since been received. 

6. ‘Land’’ and “Premises” include an aggregate amount 
of Rs. 50.56 crore (Rs, 66.60 crore) paid towards Office 
Premises and Staff Quarters at various locations in respect 
of which Conveyance Dccds/Othcr Legal Documents have 
not yet been executed in favour of NABARD because of 
certain procedural problems being faced in connection there¬ 
with. 

7. “Advances under Production and Marketing Credit” 
include arrears of Rs. 5,60 crore (Rs. 21,04 crore) outstan¬ 
ding from Regional Rural banks for a period of over eigh¬ 
teen months. Further, arrears of loan recoverable from 
Regional Rural Banks is Rs. 28.37 crore (Rs. 37.08 crore) 
and Rs, 71.21 crore (Rs. 107.17 crore) on account of “Me- 




drum Term Investment Credit—Non-Project Loams and
